1 am a customer and a shareholder of Duke Energy, but [ am not able to attend the public hearing thatis
to be held in Greenville on March 14, 2019. | would like to make my coneerns about this issue known via
this letter.

Duke Energy’s regquest to increase rates in the Upstate and Pee Dee are excessive, unfairly distributed,
and discouraging to electric energy conservation by its customers. An increase of well over 200% in the
flat rate {in other words, for providing no service other than being connected to Duke’s grid) is
completely unwarranted. There is little doubt that we live in a time when energy conservation, in order
to aid in preserving our beautiful state and its resources, is very important — yet this increase, applied
across the board to every customer and not connected to the customer’s actual electric use, would
discourage conservation.

Duke’s South Carolina customers are already paying an average of 9% of their income on electricity,
which is 3 times what is considered unaffordable. The impact of another 200+% raise —just to be
connected to the utility — would force many lower-income customers into untenable situations. Should
they stop eating, or taking their medications, or driving to work in order to afford their electric service?
Which would you choose?
